Dear Commissioner for Patents: 

Pursuant to Title 37 of the Code of Federal Regulations, Section 1.378(b), I hereby petition for 
reinstatement of the aforementioned patent, based upon a delay that was, consistent with this 
Section, unavoidable. Consistent with our small business' current practice and the 
patentee/assignee's patent docketing system (DACCO SCI, INC. is the Assignee for five (5) 
U.S. patents): 

• Reasonable Care was taken to ensure that the maintenance fee would be paid in a timely 
manner; and 

• This petition for reinstatement of the aforementioned patent was filed promptly, after 
DACCO SCI, INC. became aware of the expiration of the patent on March 25, 201 1 . 
Our current patent docketing system is fully automated, but oversight of that system is 
proffered by an Office Administrator. In the instant case, the former Office Administrator 

who was then charged with providing that requisite oversight of the docketing system and 
who would have received any and all maintenance fee reminders, on behalf of the Assignee - 
- was terminated for cause, during the period that the aforementioned patent was to expire
